for Threat of Force 


in Memphis

Gordon Browning Sunday night term- 
ed 
"deliberate 
falsification" 
reports 


that hi' planned to send troops to Mem- 
phis for duly in Thiirwhiy'.s Demo- 
cratic primary in the stronghold of 1C. 
H. Crump, his arch political fin.-. 


"The campaign of vilification now 


in progress on the part of some of the 
press about sending troops to Memphis 
shows how unreliable that agency can 
become when devoted to propaganda 
instead of news," the governor's state- 
ment said. "All this noise is not only 
premature, it LS delilx-rate falsification. 


"No orders of any kind have been 


given toward such action, nad will not 
he unless I change my mind. The 
threat of federal court injunction has 
no bearing whatever on my course. 
It is silly lo think the governor of a 
state cannot send his National Guard 
to prevent the stealing of elections if 


"It is not the American way to use 


force except as a last resort. 


"I do not deem such action neces- 


sary in this case for several reasons. 
In the first place, 1 will go to Shelby 
county (Memphis' next Thursday with 
a bigger majority than their unbridled 
box stuffing can possibly overcome. 
Second, the presence of the senatorial 
investigators and the crime commis- 
sion and the activities of thousands of 
good people there will IK- solemn warn- 
ing to the Shelby organization that a 
stolen election will not .stand. 


"I have been repeatedly urged by 


many of the best people of that county 
to send them relief on next Thursday 
by the presence- of troops. Out of de- 
ference to their pleaes for protection 
so they ma.ve. vote and have their bal- 
lots counted. I asked that a part of the 
National Guard be held in the state 
u n t i l after Ihe election, or until they 
had a chance to present their views. 
No one douht.s that systematic intimi- 
dation keeps thousands of the best peo- 
ple there from the polls. 


"If they dare to steal this primary 


(here will he ample remedy left to de- 
feal such a conspiracy. When elecled 
again I shall find the way to liberate 
those people in Shelby county who are 
"o tired of ruthless persecution from 
an arrogant organization."

CHICAGO—When the Social Secur- 


ity Acl was firsl proposed, it was 
planned to cover three headings—un- 
employment, old age, and sickness 
care. 


A special committee appointed un- 


der the third heading was inclined to 
suggest compulstory sickness insur- 
ance for the American people. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt , however, appointed 
a consultant committee of 12 phy- 
sicians and, following the advice o: 
Ihese physicians, Iho third section of 
this act was changed (with the ap- 
proval of the American Medical As- 
sociation) to a recommendation for an 
increased 
appropriation in the field 


of preventive medicine and 
public 


health. 


At the same time the Social Se- 


curity Board was authorized to make 
further studies of sickness care with 
a view to the proposal al some lalcr 
date of other plans in relationship to 
obtaining better distribution of med- 
ical care for more and more people. 


What A. M. A. Has Done 


The American Medical Association 


has for more than 25 years been car- 
vying on study and experimentation in 
relationship 
to every 
proposal 
for 


changing the nature of medical prac- 
tice. There arc in the American Med- 
ical Association 2000 county medical 
societies. More than 200 of these so- 
cieties have conducted experiments in 
changing the nature of medical prac- 
tice, including prepayment and post- 
payment plans, and various plans for 
providing medical care to the indigent. 


Nearly every state medical society, 


and probably the majority of the coun- 
ty societies 
arc 
coopcratnig 
with 


various public and private agencies in 
organizing medical care. These so- 
cieties arc working with national, state 
and local health departments, with the 
schools, and with nearly all the wel- 
fare agencies of the social security ad- 
ministration. 


The advances that, have been made in 


maternal ami child health care, tin- 
t-are of the crippled, the syphilitic, 
those with tuberculosis and with can- 
cer, have been made possible by co- 
operation of the medical profession 
with public health and other agencies 
A large share of the administration of 
such work is undertaken by medical 
societies at their own expense.

for Lost Clipper 


Hard to Believe 26-Ton 


Ship Vanished With 


No Wreckage 


MANILA, P. I.-(/P)-A new note of 


optimism was sounded Monday night 
in the apparently hopeless search for 
the lost Hawaii Clipper and its 15 
passengers. 


Aeronautical experts of the Philip- 


pine Department of 
Communications 


expressed the belief that the 26-ton 
flying boat might still be afloat.

tensive search of the area where the 
Clipper was last heard from failed to 
disclose a single bit of wreckage.

It is almost impossible for anyone 


to Lwim in a river, a Jake, or a pool, 
without getting a certain amount of 
the water into the mouth and swallow- 
ing it. If the water is grossly con- 
taminated with the germs of typhoid, 
paratyphoid, the colon bacillus, or dy- 
tentry organisms, there is great danger 
that these may set up an infection in 
the bowel. 


As long as waste from industrial 


plants or from houses may enter a 
pool, the chance of such gross contam- 
ination is present. There is also the 
chance of contamination of the water 
from the bodies of people who swim 
and who do not take a good cleansing 
bath before entering the pool. 


The disinfectant which is used in 


swimming pools does much to destroy 
such organisms, but when there is 
much carelessness, a large dose of 
germs may pass very promptly from 
the body of one person to another. 


The worst menace in the way of in- 


fection of the skin from a swimming 
pool is the famous ringworm. 


The mold or fungus which causes 


ringworm is much more difficult to 
destroy than an ordinary germ. It! 


may be destroyed on the floors of 
bathhouses and on the runways around 
pools by the use of strong gerrnicidal 
.solutions. Ringworm is destroyed also 
by boiling, as other germs are destroy- 
ed by boiling.
